Burbank, Glendale, and Los Angeles Police Departments, and 
while it is realized that moat of the Information in our 
possession has come from the various police departments, mo 
cm police department has apparently coordinated its informa¬ 
tion with any of the others* The information has been fur¬ 
nished to the Bureau due to the effective liaison that has been 
established to Insure that all possible bombing matters and 
individuals In possession of large quantities of firearms. 

Who might pose a threat to the safety of Federal, State, and 
local officials, are brought to the attention of this Bureau. 

The protection of individuals such as MARTI* UHHER 
EIWG and other controversial figures, however, does not 
come within the jurisdiction of any Federal agency but Has 
with the local authorities. Information coming to the atten¬ 
tion of the Bureau of an Immediate nature, such as a threat, 
potential bombing, etc., of any individual citizen, la, of 
course, always immediately furnished to the responsible 
local department. However, information a vailable c once rnin g 
potential dangers, such as represented by ^H^Vhnd his 
associates. Is not furnished to the various departments for 
their information so that they ml&it be aware of the poten¬ 
tially dangerous individual within their Jurisdiction. It is

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felt that In certain instances where good Judgment dictates 
memoranda such as this should he prepared and furnished to 
the local authorities who would have the responsibility to 
know of such persons because of their residence, employment, 
or center of activity. 

It is recommended that the Bureau consider the 
broadening of our disseriirvation program in connection with 
individuals such as this to Include dissemination to the 
responsible local police authorities, as well as to Secret 
Service and other Federal agencies. This, by no means. 
Includes the furnishing to the local police and authorities 
of security information such as is currently being furnished 
to Secret Service. This would have a tendency to preclude 
unfounded allegations against the FBI such as happened in the 
case of LEE HAKVET OSWALD at Dallas, Texas. If we have con¬ 
ducted investigation on an individual and it is determined he 
has violent tendencies or is a Resaber or follower of a group 
advocating violence, to protect ourselves we should advise the 
local authorities. Otherwise, they are in a position to claim 
that we had Information regarding such tendencies but did not 
give it to them or alert them, and thus we are responsible 
for the failure to prevent a crime if such has been committed.

Tennessee.

On March 15, 1965, a source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised as follows: 


Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., has indicated he will 
appear in Davenport, Iowa, April 28, 1965, to accept the "Pacera 
in Terris" pe*ce and freedom award to be awarded tp him by the 
Davenport Chapter of the Catholic Interracial Council (CIC). Dr. 
King plans to arrive in Davenport sometime on April 28, 1965, 
and indicated he plans to spend the night in Davenport,*probably 
staying at the Blackhawk Hotel, Third and Perry Streets*. The 
number of persons in Dr. King’s entourage for the trip to 
Davenport is not yet known. 


Tickets for the dinner have been on sale to members 
of the various civil rights groups for the past two-three weeks, 
and went on sale to the general public on March 15, 1965. The 
tickets are being sold at $10.00 per person and CIC expects to 
sell about 2,000 tickets. 

The "Times-Bemocr^t," a daily newspaper published at 
Davenport, Iowa, on page 15 of the Monday, March 15, 1965, 
edition, carried an article captioned "Dr. King Fete Tickets 
Go On Rale."

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
follows: 


"The Citizens Committee to preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave,of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5* 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 

Communists subpoenaed as v/itnesses were guests of honor. 

"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the Impress ioii that the party 
was conspiring with v/itnesses to withhold information from 
whe committee."

DEMONSTRATIONS PROTESTING

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past advised that the Citizens Committee to End Violence in 
Vietnam and Alabama (CCEWA) had trouble getting people to march 
in the vigil planned by that organization to begin on March 11, 
1965 . Because of this difficulty it appeared for a time that 
the vigil would not materialize, 


fsource stated the vigil took place, but information 
has not been released concerning the organizations and indi¬

The "Beverly Hills Times," Beverly Hills, California, 
a weekly newspaper, issue dated February 25, 1965, set forth 
an article on page one entitled, "*Death of Malcolm X Hurts 
Negro Cause, 1 " 

The article set forth in part to the effect that at 
a press conference held by King on his arrival at Inter¬ 
national Airport, Los Angeles, California on February 24, 1965 
King stated that his life had been threatened many times and 
that he had learned to become philosophical about it. When 
asked who would take over the leadership of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) If he. King, were 
killed. King stated that Ralph Abernathy would probably be 
the one to assume leadership of the SCLC, 

This article set forth that King was the guest of 
honor at a dinner in the Beverly Hills, California home of 
Dr, IrvInk'Llchtenstein on the evening of February 24, 1965, 
which dinner was attended by more than 80 business and civic 
leaders.

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The anonymous telephone call Information concerning 
King was furnished to representatives of the Los Angeles 
Police Department (LAPD) on February 25, 1965. A representa¬ 
tive of the LAPD advised on February 25, 1965 that an unknown 
male had telephonically contacted the “City News Service, " 

Los Angeles, at 7:30 AM on the morning of February 25, 1965, 
and had related the same information as that reported on 
same date to the switchboard operator at the Los Angelos 
Office of the FBI as mentioned above. 

The "Los Angeles Times, " Los Angeles, California, 
issue dated February 26, 1965, set forth on page 1-2, an 
article captioned, ''King Renews Plea for Boycott of Mississippi.” 
This article set forth information to the effect that King, 
who was honored by the World Affairs Council and the City of 
Los Angeles for receiving the Nobel Peace Prize, addressed a 
World Affairs Council luncheon meeting at the Hollywood 
Palladium, 6215 Sunset Boulevard, Los Angeles on February 
25, 1965, which meeting was attendedtjy approximately 1800 
luncheon guests-^KIng sat on the stage between Los Angeles 
Mayor Samuel Vff^Yorty and Harold G-^lko Clellan, president 
of the World Affairs Council. King called for a total boycott 
of Mississippi products In seeking to extend nationwide^/ his 
campaign for equal rights for Negroes in the deep South.

This 
article set forth information to the effect that King attended 
a benefit premiere of "The Greatest Story Ever Told" at 
Pacific*s Cinerama Theater, 6360 West Sunset Boulevard, Los 
Angeles on the evening of February 25, 1965. 

The "Los Angeles Times," Los Angeles, issue dated 
February 27, 1965, on page 1-12 set forth an article captioned, 
"Dr. King Vows to Intensify his Drive in Selma." This 
article disclosed that King delivered a sermon to a crowd of 
approximately 1500 at Temple Israel in Hollywood, Ca - lifopnl - a, 
7300 Hollywood Boulevard, Los Angeles, on the evening of 
February 26, 1965. King vowed to return on Monday, March 1, 

1965 to Selma, Alabama and to Intensify efforts to gain 
registration for Negro vot^s there.

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The "Herald-Examiner," Eos Angeles, issue dated 
March 1, 1965, on page A-12, set forth an article captioned, 
"King Tells Offer as Cult Mediator.” This article set forth 
information to the effect that King delivered the sermon at 
the Victory Baptist Church, 4802 South Me Kinley Avenue, Los 
Angeles, on Sunday, February 28, 1965* which service was 
attended by approximately 2,000 persons inside the church 
and approximately 3,000 more who lined the streets and sat 
in the parking lots outside the church. In his sermon, King 
called upon the followers of the slain Malcolm X and of 
Elijah Muhammad "to sit at the peace table and bring about 
peace." King offered his services and the services of his 
staff to bring about good will. King also paid tribute to 
the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) by stating, "these 
men have been around me and with me around the clock." 

King stated to the effect that the LAPD officers who 
protected him were wonderful and that he was thankful for 
them. 


The "Los Angeles Times," Los Angeles, issue of 
March 1, 1965, in an article on page 1-5, captioned, "King 
Offers to Mediate Negro Factions’ Dispute," set forth infor¬ 
mation concerning Kin^s appearance at the Victory Baptist 
Church, address as above stated, on Sunday, February 28, 1965 , 
and his delivery of the sermon to an over-flow gathering. 

This article stated to the effect that heavy applause followed 
Dr. King’s remarks in thanking the Los Angeles Police force 
for the "round-the-clock" guard they had provided him. The 
article quoted King as saying, "I don’t ever request police 
protection, but when it’s given, I don’t turn it down. I 
wish I could take them back with me to Selma, Alabama." 

The "Los Angeles Times," article stated that 
Representative Jame^Roosevelt was on the platform with 
Dr. King at the Victory Baptist Church. Following his 
appearance at the church. Dr. King was driven to International 
Airport to enplane for the flight to his home in Atlanta, 
Georgia. This newspaper article concluded with a statement 
to the effect that King was returning to the voter registration 
drive in Selma, Alabama.

A confidential source advised on March 1, 1965, 
that King departed from International Airport, Los Angeles, 
on United Airlines Flight 110, at 3:10 PM on Sunday, February 
28, 1965 > en route to Chicago, Illinois; that King was 
scheduled to arrive in Chicago at 8:45 PM that same date and 
that he was scheduled to depart Chicago one hour and twenty 
minutes after his arrival there, on Delta Airlines Flight 93, 
en route to his home in Atlanta, Georgia. 

This source further advised that King made an 
impromptu statement at International Airport just before his 
departure in which he highly complimented the LAPD and stated 
hewlshed he could take the officers who had protected him 
during his stay in Los Angeles, back to Selma, Alabama with 
him.

the 1957, ‘I960 and 64 eeotiona of the Civil Rights Bill on 
voting rights at points tend to institutionalise the difficulties 
end it does provide a provision that federal referees oan be 
appointed by federal Judges. Now ve have a oase right now in 
Marian, Alabama, where they have a federal referee but Judge 
Thomas appointed a federal referee from Hale County, on© of the 
adjoining oountiee and he done registered more Negroes then the 
registrars, so that these - we made a system now whereby federal 
registrars frill be responsible to and appointed by the President 
himself* 

Is it your understanding that the President wants this? 

Well, in my reoent conversations with the President, I get this 
impression. Now he haan’t made any definite promiae to ipo and 
he hadn’t formulated a bill in his mind at that time and he made 
it clear that he would rely on the Justioe Department to study 
this In depth and to make a recommendation but he strongly feels 
that something must be done beyond the present bills that we 
already have* 
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Dr • King, do you; .eel there is a possibility that something might 
happen to you some time? Have you made arrangements for soneone 
to carry on - something like the Preeident andYioe Preoident have 
if anything happens? 

0, yes, ve have in our movement many dedicated, intelligent and 
dynamio leaders. We have thiB in my own organizations and we 
have definitely discussed those things very realietioally. We 
are not fooling ourselves about the dangerous poesibilitiee that 
ve face. 

Q. Could one of your men fall heir to your particular leadership? 

K. Well, P would say the Southern Chrietian leadership Conforenoe- 
*Br. Ralph Abernathy iB the oloeeat associate that I have and 
my closest advisor and the man who artioulates the moaning of 
our movement extremely well and who is dedicated absolutely to 
the philospphy of non-violence, and is a great leader in his 
own right. 

Q. Dr. King, what is your attitude toward the threats that you 
reoeived? 


t. Well, I guess I have learned now to take them rather philosophically 
I think this oauso is right and because of my deep feeling about 
the rightness of the oause, it gives me,oourage to carry on, and 
I think that one has to conquer the feeling of death if he is 
going to do anything constructive in life and take a stand 
against evil, and I go along with the view that one who has not 
found something so true and so meaningful and profound that hs 
will die for it is not fit to live, bo I am prepared to face 
anything that oomes In standing up to this struggle with the 
great belief and the great feeling that unmerited suffering Is 
redemptive. 

Q* Do you feel that the civil rights investigation out of 

Washington has accomplished anything at all? And if it hae, 
what? 


I think it accomplished a great de&lf first, they brought the 
attention of the Nation to the situation in Selma, and brought 
to the people of Selma and the Black Belt Counties in general, 
the kind of expression of support that gave them a new eenoe of 
hope. I think the third thing that oame out of it was the 
faot that these Senators were - these Representatives were 
absolutely convinced that there were glaring injustipeB and 
denials on the question of voting rights in Selma, Alabama, 
and. on the basis of that, some went back and introduced bills 
bo that wc already have eone bills that have beon introduced 
by members of the Houbo and I think that with the bills 
introduced and the Administrative Bill that will Boon come, 
we oan get the beet elements out of all theee and will emerge 
with a very strong bill* 
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Q* Dr. King, 1 wonder if you will not identify the high government 
official who said there io a threat against your life* if you 
will tell ub why you don't identify him? 

K. Wellj I am not at liberty to identify. Many of these things com# 
confidentially and in order to continue that investigation it Is 
neoeeeary oo often not to reveal these things, so I would not 
like to reveal any names. 

Q. Tou ineiet it was a high federal offioial who informed you? 

X. Well, I oan say that the Attorney General called me on Monday and 
expressed great oonoern about my safety and mads it very dear that 
they are oonoerned*. 

Q. Did he give you information about the threat on your life? 

I« Well, I didn't go into that with him. These things are not too 
pleasant to discuss so I didn’t want to go into great detail. I 
usually like to talk with come of ray aides about it and after that 
I got three additional calls whioh tended to oonfirm tho fact that 
threato had been made. 

Q. Yesterday a group of Republican Senators asked this question* what 
is the White House doing to meet the need of universal registration 
laws that were pointed up by you in Selma?' I wondor if you will 
answer thia question? 

X* Well, I am very happy to see these very outstanding Republicans 
take this courageous and necessary stand on the immediacy - the 
need, rather - of immediate legislation. I think there is aotion 
going on and I think the Administration is serious about this - I 
am sure that the Attorney General ie serious when he said they 
are moving to the point of formalising eome bill to present to 
Congress. But I guess all of us need a little prompting at timea 
and I hope that the strong statement made by the otfatanding 
Republicans will cause the Administration to move a little faster* 
because I think it is urgent to get this legislation immediately, 
and we certainly don’t want to eeo it drag out in Confess and we 
don't wont to see a fillibueter, and we don't want to see this be 
put off in order to deal with come other issue that may be 
important - thiB ie Just as important as any other issue facing 
our nation today. 

Q» Dr. King, it would appear in the reports.that we have out of the 
South that not as many people have showed up in the lest few days 
for the demonstrations for voter registration. Is there a 
diminishing interest anong the folk down there? 

K. Oh, not at allj 1 think it is as strong as it has ever been. The 
fact is that we have outdone ourselves and we have turned out more 
people than we really anticipated by this time, we have gotten 
more than 2200 Negroes in belma to appear to sign what is called 
the "appearance sheet". We were aiming at 3000 by July and we 
already have 2200, so It means that by touohlng that many people» 
we don't have as many people to follow along now 1 1 signlhe 
"appearance sheet"• It means we must get lnxo the community to 
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Q# You are not depressed that only a caudle of hundred have ehovn ' 
up from time to time in the last few days? \ 

X# Oh| not at all# I think the enthusiasm is as high *0 ever - the ' 
determination is as . great, and I have no doubt about the faot 
that the Negroes in Dallas County are going through with this and 
they are determined to get the vote and they aren't going to 
atop until it happens# 

Q# Will you bo going baok to Marion soon? 

X# I will be going baok Monday of next week to hold demonstration* 
there# 

Q* Dr. King, would you be good enough to repeat what you said at 

the beginning about the whole Black Muslim situation of violence? 

X# Yes, thiB ghastly nightmare of violence and oounter-violence is 
something that must be condemned by all people of Goodwill in this 
nation. I don't think violence solves any soolal problem! it only 
creates new and more complicated problems* I think it ie also- 
neoossftry to say that the assassination of Malooim X wae an 
unfortunate tragedy and it reveals that there are still numerous 
people in our nation who have degenerated to the point of 
expressing....murder, and we haven't learned to disagree without 
being violently disagreeable. 

I think it is even more unfortunate that this great tragedy 
oocurred at a time when Malcolm X wae re-evaluating his own 
philoeophioal presuppositions and moving toward a greater under¬ 
standing of the non-violent movement and toward more tolerance of 
white people, generally. 

But I think one must understand that in condemning the philosophy 
©f Malcolm X, which I did constantly, that he was a victim of the 
dispair that oame into being as a result of a society that gives 
so many Negroes the nagging sense of "nobodyness*. And Just as 
one condemns the philosophy, he must be as vigorous in oondemning 
the continued exiatenoe ih our society of the ©onditiona of rooial 
injustice, depression and man'B inhumanity to man. 

I think there is a lesson that we ©an all learn from this all over 
the notion and that is that violence ie impractical and that now, 
more than ever before, we oust pursue the course of non-violenoe 
to aohieve a reign of justice and a rule of love in our sooiety, 
and that hatred and violenoe must be oast into the unending limbo 
if we are to survive* 

Qt Dr# King, do you intend to attend the funeral? 

X# No, beoauee of the engagements that I have here. But 1 will 

oertainly extend my sympathy to hiB wife and to hiB family and, as 
I said, this has come as a great ehook to so many of us and altho 
we had oonsiant disagreements, X had a deep affection for Malcolm! 
and I am very sorry about the whole thing. 
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Q. Ie there any r-f 1 fear in your mind that ire and more Negroes 
ere becoming K b.io-af f ected" with non-viol exice? 

X* No, I think - on the oontrary, Negroes aro now more convinced 
than ever that non-violence ie the most potent weapon available 
to an oppreooed people.in their struggle for freedom and for 
human dicnity, and I think mere and more people are ooning to ••• 
that this ie the most prnotioally sound and morally excellent 
way to deal with the problem. 

1 don’t think anybody should feel that the violence that is 
presently taking plaoe is an indication of the feeling of a 
large segment of the Negro eommunity. I think thia repreeente 
a very small, fanatical minority and nothing Ilka a majority of 
the Negroee* 

The Negroes, by and large, are peace-loving and willing to at 
least follow the technique of non-violence in their struggle for 
voting rights* 

Q* Is there anything short of massive federal intervention going to 
make any substantial ohange in the rf- tuation in Alabama? 

X» 1 oust be honest enough to say and say that realism impelB me to 
admit that the ohanges in Alabama and Mississippi will not coma 
from within. I oannot see the changes coming short of massive 
federal action* I think the feelings are too great, the sickness 
too deep, the mass neuroses too pervasive to really bring about 
the change within in terms of the benevolence of the white power 
structure, but I think, with strong masBive notion from the 
federal government on many fronts, the people will inevitably 
yield to what oomee down from our national leadership. 

Q* Are you satisfied, sir, that this dedication of this administration 
ie sufficient? 

X* Well, I would certainly say that the President is oommitted on 
oivil rights. I have no doubt about that. He has made it clear 
that he is committed to the implementation of the civil rights bill 
and that he pees the moral implication of this whole struggle to 
make integration a reality in America, So, up to now, 1 have no 
gripes with President Johnson# I think he has moved on with 
dedication on the matter of civil rights. 

Q* Dr. King, inasmuch as there remains this superficial contradiction 
between your remarks, even today, and the Justioe Department, that 
there has been some kind of misunderstanding as to who Initiated 
the mention of the death threat to you,«» 

X* Veil, 1 don't - X didn't know there was any misunderstanding or 
oontradiotion.»

This morning’; I*.A* Times won quite clea. ;hat the Justice 
Department eaid that you initiated the suggestion that there 
woe a plot on your life and not they. 

Well, now, I never did say that the Justice D e p ar tnent initiated 
the suggestion. I never named the person who initiated the 
suggestion « When I wae speaking in a mass meeting on Monday 
night when I mentioned this* X never gave any names, so I think 
the Juetioe Department may be quite sure in saying that because 
Mr. Kateenbaoh merely oailed me and expressed, ae X said, great 
oonoorn for my safety, but at that time he didn’t go into any 
details that I got about half an hour later in two other 
conversations* 

I have one more question* Dr. *ing, in the terrible ooneistenoy 
of this...if something should happen to you, since you are the 
focal point of this non-violent group, at what point then would 
that non-violenoe turn into violence? Have you thought about 
that? 

Well, 1 certainly hope that nothing happens to me but I will 
be the first to say that if something ever happens to me, I would 
hope that the people who have tried to follow ny leadership and 
have committed themselves to my philosophy would be ao oommitted 
to it then ae ever* I don’t believe in retalitory violence and 
if something happens to me or any leadef in the non-violent 
movement, I would never advocate ^egroes turning tc violenoe as 
a retalitory approach to the problem* 

When you get in a non-violent movement, the one thing that you 
commit yourself to is the fact that you are standing up for 
truth and juetioe and what is right, and you are willing to faoe 
death, if necessary. We teach this day in and day out that we 
must be willing to acoept blows without retaliation - and we are 
constantly beaten in this movement - and we go to the point of 
saying that if physical death is the price that some must pay to 
free the white brothers and their children from a permanent 
psychological death and a permanent death of the spirit, then 
nothing can be more redemptive, so I would feel and certainly 
hope that if anything should happen to any of us in the non¬ 
violent movement, that Degrees would reaot to this as non-violently 
as they have to the mobB in Mississippi and Alabama# 

I would like to ask, Dr* *ing, if your organisation gives any 
consideration to the possibility of another so-called "long hot 
summer", ae we had last summer and* if so, have you made plans 
to quell or hold it down, or keep it from starting in the first 
jfeeoT 
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X* V/ell, one han to underetnnd the meaning of "the lone hot 
summer". I don't oyer want to feel a long, hot, violent 
Sumner, hut I think wo will continue to have rather hot non¬ 
violent summers until this problem is solved, and we met fao# 
the faot that although we have made stride** and we have made 
real progress, we etill have a long, long way to go, not only 
in the South hut in the North, and 1 think some of our moot 
nagging problems in the future will he in the big cities in 
the North in the area of jobs, and schools and housing, and 
I think that as long as those problems are thero, we are going 
to have protest aotivitlee and demonstrations andit will keep 
the heat alive* 

My only hope is that our heat will always be non-violent and 
dieoiplined and carried out in a dignified manner. 

I just wanted to make a statement to thank the City Ooxmcil and 
the County Board of Supervisors for declaring today and tomorrow 
IlARTIN MJXiass KING DATS. It is always a great pleaoure to oome 
to losAngelee and we have gotten eoae of our greatest support, 
both financially and morally, from this great city and this 
great state, 00 I am deeply grateful to the Mayor and the City 
Council and the County Board of Supervisor* for this warn
